The zone 
postage hill on newspapers is so framed as to b<* a 
great ai»l to small daily and country newspaper*, 
t is aijlireet thrust at magazines of national eir- 
ulation. 
By failing to hurt the business of fhe 
small papers they nrc not expected to ‘‘holler” and 
they are the only papers that reach th«» masses. 
Ibis bill promotes sectional antagonism more than 
any hill ever considered since the famous tariff laws 
of 28 and 32. 
It tends to prevent papers of remote 
sections circulating in the far away places. Every 
section needs tin* ibought, ideas, ideals and view­ 
points of every other section. 
This is the greatest 
power in preventing sectional growth and feeling. 
The zone idea of postage makes it difficult for the 
Eastern paper to circulate in tin* West, and it is 
necessary that it he allowed in order to prevent sec­ 
tional stagnation. 
The national papers and maga­ 
zines are what can really educate, uplift and en­ 
lighten the people, and their use should b«* promot­ 
ed- not curtailed.

End Gomes Suddenly to Otto 8. 
Houston While in His Offioe 
At Los Angeles. 


I/os Ang» I«*«, Cal«, May 
Otho 
S. Houscton, millionarie 
banker 
and principal owner of about twon 
ty banks in Texas, two of them in 
Fort Worth, was stricken with ap-l 
|Oplc*xy in his office hero today and 
died within a few minutes. 
He was a nephew of General Sain 
Houston and a distant relative of j 
David F. Houston, Secretary of 
Agriculture. 
Mr. Houston was born in Kansas 
but spent most of his life in Texas,: 
living at Fort Worth. 
He eaitie| 
here six years ago. 
He was 06 
years old. 
He became active in 
financial institutions here and was 
an officer in several. 
He built a 
costly home, which is one of the 
show places of Hollywood, a su­ 
burb. He is survived by his wife, 
who had been visiting her mother 
at Abilene, Texas, but who arriv 
ed today at Fort Worth, and four 
children. Samuel the oldest child, 
is a student at the State Agricul 
tural school at Davis. 


Will Be Buried at Fort Worth. 
Fort Worth, Texas, May 8.~ Tel 
egrams reached the city today an 
nouncing the death at Los Ange­ 
les this morning of Otho S. llous 
ton, formerly a prominent bank 
er of Fort W orth. 
.Mrs. Houston, 
wife of deceased, is now here vis 
iting friends. 
Mr. Houston 
was 
president of a successful savings 
bank in this eity for a number of 
years and wtfs connected with a 
number of other banks. He remov­ 
ed to California three years ago. 
W. L. Smallwood, president of 
the Texas State Bank, a former 
business associate of Mr* Houston, 
received a telegram today to the 
effect that Mr. Houston died sud- 
dbnly at 10:45 o’clock this morn­ 
ing while sitting at hi s desk c o u ­ 
nt e l i n t t h’.s usual d a i l y business in 
Los Angeles. 
The message was 
frOBl A, L. Cole.' a friend of Alt 
Houston. 
Surviving him art* his wife and 
four children, three boys, Otho 
Sain, Joseph and Roger, and one 
daughter, Elizabeth. His wife was 
formerly Miss Elia both St. Clair 
of this city. Funeral services will 
be held her*- Sunday afternoon at 
the First Baptist church. Dr. C. B. 
Williams of the Baptist Seminary 
officiating. 
Interment will be in 
Mount Olivet Cemetery. 
Mr. Houston, who was 48 years 
of age, was engaged at the time of 
his death in dealing in first mort­ 
gage investments in Los Angeles. 
He came from Clay County, Kan­ 
sas, to Texas when a youth and set­ 
tled in Granbury, where he went 
into the bank of Dan Cogadell. 
Working himself up, he finally 
assumed the presidency 
of 
the 
First National Bank of Stephen- 
ville, which he held for eight years. 
In succession then he was presi­ 
dent of the 
Hunter-Phelan Sav­ 
ings Bank and Trust 
Company 
l\ere for several years, founder and 
the first president of the Texas 
State Bank here and hard other 
bailking interests at Burnet, Wor­ 
tham and other Texas cities. 
At 
the time of his death he wras vice- 
president of 
two 
Los 
Angeles 
banks.—Dallas News.
